figures, They did advance a trifle, 
but huvo again rounded. Tlio dumugo 
to crops by ruin and (foods wns vastly 
over-estimated ;iiud from all quarters 
oorao reports of an abundance of 
brondstufl'H, not only for homo ooiv 
sumption, bnt for any reasonable 
foreign demand. 


'i'ho 
prospect now indicates a 


BVnllor export of grain to Europe 
than for icvorul yearn; and taking in- 
to consideration our depressed man- 
ufacturing industries ami moneyed 
stagnation, wo ought to purchase 
flour, wheat, com and other grains, 
at much loss than present prices. 
Should tho griming corn osoapo tho 
oarly Autumn frosts thoro will bo an 
imiiion.se Imi'vost, as all accounts 
from tlio West and North-Wost con- 
firm previous reports of increased 
acreage, and all looking remarkably 
well.
